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N THE 


HE land of Britain is overlaid with more than 
two thousand years of organized development, 


of cultivation, and of use. Even its moorlands 
and heaths resulting from soils and rock formations 
which defy intensive are 
minimum and 
by the creation of game preserves, use by 
departments or harnessed by water or electricity 
authorities 

To refer therefore to a National Park in Britain 
is an invitation for many to conjure up a wrong sort 
of picture of the facts and thus misconception 
must exist in greater or less degree throughout the 
mass of our population, if only because the majority 
are town-dwellers. The meaning of the term “park’’ 
to an urban mind is probably influenced by two 
notions, either the public park of his town or city 
or the private country-house home park which he 
sees sometimes from the rapidly moving car or 
train when he travels between the urban concen- 
trations. The term “ national park’ is an importa- 
tion from the wide open-spaces of North America, 
where it has become recognized for what it is, in 
spite of incongruities of its initial adoption. The 
British National Parks can never be like the great 
Colorado scenery areas or the vast tracks of the 
African game reserves. It seems perhaps a pity, 
therefore, that some other name could not have 
been, or could not now be, found to describe the 
areas designated under the clauses of the National 
Parks and Access to the Countryside Act of 1949. 

The protection and enjoyment of the more pictur- 
esque and unspoilt spaces of these islands and even 
appreciation of every rural scene must be tempered 
by realization that these are what they are by the 
exercise of toil and care, of conservation and improve- 
ment by many generations. It is a heritage 
national scenery only, but of history, of the develop- 
ment of a way of life that is in the very bones of the 
people.

For instance, it must not be assumed 
that the National Parks are free for all to roam overt 
without let or hindrance as a reward for keeping to 
certain centralized rules and regulations ; that was 
how it 1949. 
As the Commission points out the inclusion of land 
in a National Park effects no change in its ownership 
and not confer any right of public access 
whatsoever. To extend the visualization of danger, 
we can suggest that when the Commission and its 
Joint Planning Boards finally line-up the various 
areas, the visitor will find himself less free to move, 
to stay, to park his car or caravan (with only normal 
local restrictions) than he was before. He may even 
find his walking or camping, his touring or his 
contemplation considerably more circumscribed by 
fences, gates, notices and beaten tracks than even 
they were in pre-Act days. 

In this overcrowded land it may be necessary to 
preserve by regulation and to protect by patrolling, 
but the first aim of the machinery for these purposes 
should be activity without ostentation, without too 
great a visible adherence to the letter and the dotted 
line. Already there seem to be many indications 
that the open green-ways of the uplands and the 
coast-tracks of the cliffs and foreshores are being 
lost or spoilt by too much local enclosure in anticipa- 
tion of the advent of boards of control and planning 
established under designation orders. When these 
things happen they are difficult to rectify ; if private 
owners and the Commission find themselves in 
unexpected extemporized combination, the public 
may suggest that the “land should be treed.” 

These random thoughts are the outcome of receiv- 
ing the Third Report of the National Parks Com- 
mission.* It is a handy booklet containing all the 
essential information on progress, four excellent 
photographs and four useful maps.

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that this is only the third report and that the imple- 
menting Act was only passed less than four years 
ago, considerable progress has been made in the 
organization of the objects and the areas with which 
the legislation is concerned. 

With the exception of Snowdonia, an adminis- 
trative system is now in operation for each of the 
first five National Parks. Two of these, Pembrokeshire 
and Dartmoor fall within single county areas, but 
the other two, the Peak and Lakes, have each a 
Joint Planning Board to administer them. The 
Commission expresses disappointment that the run- 
ning of the Snowdonia Park has not progressed 
further ; the reason seems to be that the constituent 
County Councils oppose the principle of a Joint 
Planning Board and suggest instead a Joint Advisory 
Committee. It would appear an unreasonable 
opposition to the intention of the Act and the Com- 
mission, to treat each designated area as an integral 
unit for planning and preservation. 

The Commission seems to have made an uneasy 
peace (with safeguards) with the British Electricity 
Authority in the matter of the now authorized 
extension of the Dolgarrog and Moentwrog Hydro- 
Electric scheme which falls within Snowdonia. 
But the proof of the pudding is in the eating thereof 
and only the future can show what the results of 
; the scheme will be on this unique mountain area. 

Vigilance in this matter should be maintained and 
‘not dulled by paper agreements. 
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As the claims of urban and industrial interests 
become more pressing the value of the unspoilt 
countryside grows higher both from the esthetic 
and the recreational aspects as well as to agriculture. 
Safeguards must be propounded; mutual control 
is better than total loss, but mutuality requires 
sympathetic collaboration of all interests; it is, 
also, often the way of doing a thing that commands 
as much respect as the thing itself. 


BUILDERS AND PRICES. 


Price-fixing in the building industry continues 
to be discussed. One of the latest contributions is 
along letter in The Times last week from the Chairman 
of the London Builder’s Conference, Sir Alfred 
Hurst, in which he makes a number of statements 
in a review of the past history of this controversy 
but omits also a number of relevant facts. The 
epistle is somewhat like special pleading and appeal 
to a press-minded public rather than to a professional- 
technical one.

Owing to Government policy, banks 
are not at present prepared to advance money for house 
purchase except when it is too late to be of any value. 
The result of this was that I could not move until my 
old house was sold. The purchaser being, like me, in a 
hurry, I had to move in with the builder; not a well- 
planned operation. It is difficult to forecast when we shall 
: be straight, but at a guess Christmas, 1953, should see 
- the worst over. Our first visitor, conning his way from 
swill bin to swill bin in the fog, wondered whether the 
| floors would stand the load. They have stood it so far, 
and there have been no serious increase in the already 
plentiful supply of fissures. Books without bookshelves 
are, next to bottled fruit and house plants, the most tire- 
some objects. There they stand, packing case upon pack- 
ing case: “Books from drawing-room,” “Books from 
Gent’s Room,” “ Books from downstairs, Lavatory,” and 
so on.

For example, whoever would suspect that in 
my family we had six assorted sized chamber pots? There 
is One great advantage about moving in with the builders; 
you very quickly find out the mistakes in the alterations 
you planned at the drawing board. Five minutes with 
the carpenter is worth a sheaf of details. As far as the 
physical transportation of my effect was concerned, all 
went well and practically nothing was broken. Only one 
packing case is missing, and that contains every stitch of 
clothing I possess except what I have on.

The furnishing section is well filled, but building 
components and fittings are very thin and one notices how 
little really good door furniture is available in this country 
and how comparatively few good fireplace surrounds there 
are, to quote but two categories.

Not all building owners will, I fear, be as sensible as the 
G.P.C. of the Metropolitan Water Board, who have decided 
not to recommend the decoration (for the Coronation) of 
the Board’s building by a firm of London contractors on 
the grounds that the “ bunting and other means of decora- 
tion” proposed would detract from, rather than improve, 
the general appearance of the building. They recommend 
as an alternative, flags and window boxes. Very sensible, 
too. There are, of course, plenty of designers about who 
are fully competent to produce good schemes for 
Coronation decorations. 


CENTENARY OF R.S.A. JOURNAL 

The Royal Society of Arts, which celebrates its bicen- 
tenary in 1954, has just published the Centenary number of 
its Journal. It is a modest issue but contained some inter- 
esting and amusing extracts from its hundred volumes.

Mr. Marples Urges 
Mechanization 


Speaking at Norwich City Hall 
atter inspecting the tower crane at 
work on a Norwich housing site, Mr. 
Ernest Marples, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, said 

“In spite of immense quantities of 
building work which has to be done, 
the building industry may easily find 
itself in a tough spot because its prices 
ire too high. For the next 25 vears so 
much building work needs doing that 
the industry will never work itself out 
of a job. But it can easily price itself 
out of a job. First, rising costs must 
be stopped; secondly, costs must be 
brought down. Now can it be done? 
The answer 1s ‘yes’ if the building 
industry and the building material 
industry want to do it. Just take 
mechanization as one example. Using 
this tower crane on an actual site at 
Norwich the number of man-hours 
needed to build up to roof level was 
700. The average in the country 1s 
1,300 man-hours. So 600 man-hours 
per house are saved if the crane ts 
used. This means that by using 
machinery intelligently on suitable 
sites we can build many more houses 
with the same labour force as we now 
use. It means much more than that to 
the operative. It means each man can 
produce more output and earn more 
money. 

This experiment) shows that if 
a willing man skilfully uses efficient 
machinery to servant can 
almost double his output. The Govern- 
ment have co-operated with the Nor- 
wich City Council, who have been most 
helpful and progressive. Between us 
we have demonstrated this tower crane 
on an actual site so that plain folk can 
see with their own eyes and under- 
stand. I only hope that the building 
trade will respond; for people need 
homes, they need them quickly and at 
lower costs, which mean lower rents.” 

Mr. Marples went on to congratu- 
late the City Engineers Department on 
their progressive outlook—the use of 
the tower crane. Foundations were first 
dug on Sept. 8, in two months the first 
house was occupied and the second let,

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1953 Housing Medal 


Competition 


Details of the conditions of the 1953 
competition for Housing Medals and 
Diplomas which are awarded annually 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Harold Macmillan, 
have been announced in a memoran- 
dum sent to all Housing Authorities in 
England and Wales. 

In a circular accompanying the 
memorandum the Minister points out 
that local authorities have been urged to 
make use of the ideas behind the plans 
of the People’s House in the Minis- 
try’s publication “ Houses, 1952,” and 
to consider supplementing their hous- 
ing programme by the increased use of 
non-traditional methods of construc- 
uon. Both those measures help to 
secure the greatest possible number of 
good houses from the resources avail- 
able and both raise special aspects of 
design. In judging the entries parti- 
cular attention will be paid to the suc- 
cessful solution of these problems. 

The intention is that the awards 
shall go to schemes of architectural 
merit in which compact planning and 
economical and efficient construction, 
whether traditional or non-traditional, 
are allied with high standards of archi- 
tectural treatment in layout, grouping 
and landscaping, due regard being paid 
to the economical use of land and 
services. 

As in previous years the competition 
is being held in collaboration with the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 
The awards will be for the most meri- 
torious schemes completed in 1952. 
In each region outside London there 
will be an award for one urban scheme 
and one rural scheme. In the London 
region there will be an award for a 
scheme designed to accommodate 100 
persons or over per net residential acre, 
and another at less than that figure. 
Local authorities, housing associations 
and new town development corpora- 
tions will be eligible for these awards 

The awards committees, consisting 
of architects, nominees’ of local 
authority associations and an indepen- 
dent woman resident in the area for 
each committee will be constituted in 
the same way as in recent vears 

The closing date for entries is 
February 28, 1953.

N.F.B.T.E. Statement on 
National Schedules of Daywork 
Charges 

In order to prevent misunderstand- 
ings which might otherwise arise from 
the statement made in the House of 
Commons on November 20 by Mr 


George Thomas, M.P., about the 
National Schedules of Daywork 


Charges agreed between the National 
Federation — of Building Trades 
Employers and the Royal Insti- 
tution of Chartered Surveyors, the 
Federation wishes to make it clear 
that National Schedules have been 
In existence since 1933 when it 
was thought that it would be a service 
to all concerned to co-ordinate the 
varying schedules which were then 
operating in different parts of the 
country. 

The present Schedules were pub- 
lished in 1950, again after agreement 
with the R.I.C.S. They were based on 
the results of an investigation made by 
chartered accountants into the on- 
costs of a large number of different 
tvpes of building firms throughout the 
country. A leading firm of chartered 
accountants acted as consultants. 

The jobbing schedule is not manda- 
tory but provides a fair basis for the 
calculation of charges where the cir- 
cumstances are suitable and the parties 
agree. 


As stated by Mr. Molson in the 


House of Commons, the increases in 
the cost of building since the war have 
been almost wholly due to increases in 
the prices of materials and in wages. 


IN PARLIAMENT 
Passing of the Development 
Charge 

The Government got their Town 


and Country Planning Bill on second 
reading by a majority of 30—303 votes 
to 273—on Dec. 1. This is the 
measure which carries out the immedi- 
ate part of the scheme embodied in 
their White Paper, and is to be fol- 
lowed by a much more complicated Bill 
next year to complete the whole opera- 
tion. Its restricted to the 
abolition of the development charge 
from Nov. 18, and repeal of the existing 
provisions relating to the distribution 
of the £300 million fund in respect of 
depreciation of land values 

Mr. Macmillan, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, summarized 
the successive stages of this legislation 
since its origin in the Uthwatt Report 
in an attempt to present his Bill as 
essenually non-party if non- 
controversial; and in doing so made the 
point, although presumably he derived 
little comfort from it, that while they 
might all be in it together he was less 
involved than anyone because during 
the effective years he was on Govern- 
ment service in Europe or Africa. 

A fundamental point in the Govern- 
ment’s policy was that they stood 
firmly on the broad planning provisions 
of the Acts in force. It was more than 
ever necessary that the limited acres of 
Britain should be used to the best 
national advantage. Planning, in the 
broad sense, had come to stay to pre- 
serve good agricultural land, to encour- 
age wanted development in the proper 
place, to secure the exploitation of 
valuable mineral deposits, to restrain 
the inter-war spread of the growing 
cities, and to preserve the countryside 

The Government were proposing 
radical alterations in the financial pro- 
visions of the 1947 Acts. There were 
three outstanding features—the £300 
millions fund, the development charge, 
and compulsory acquisition. Together 


purpose 1s 


they formed a perfect scheme, in 
theory But it did not work. The 
object of the £300 million fund was 


to compensate people whose land had 
a development value in 1947 and who 
might suffer damage in various wavs 

by having their land bought at existing 
use value, by being prevented from 
building on “ ripe” land, or by having 
to pay development charge. Some of 
this damage had happened since 1947, 
and the admitted claims of those who 
had suffered must be paid as soon as 
possible. The great mass of it would 
only happen as the years went by, and 
a great deal of it would never qualify at 
all. Much of the compensation pro- 
vided for under the existing Acts would 
go to people who had not been refused 
permission to build, even to those who 
did not want to build or had bought 
land for the specific purpose of stop- 
ping building on it. Further, on the 
point that a great deal of this money 
would have an inflationary effect if paid

out, he made a rather surprising dis- 
closure that of the admitted claims, 
more than half by value and nearly 
90 per cent by number were for sums 
of £1,000 or less. But the strongest 
practical argument was this: why pay 
out £300 millions now for planning 
work which might cost £40 to £50 
millions by the time the pay out was 
due, and which would perhaps not cost 
more than £100 millions in the tore- 
seeable future? 

Of the development charge, the 
Minister observed that it was easy to 
say that it was all mght in theory but 
would not work in practice, but his own 
view was that if something was wrong 
in practice it was also possible that 
there was something wrong with the 
theory. Whatever might be the theory, 
a man who already owned the land 
deeply resented having to pay a 
development charge in addition to the 
heavy costs of development and build- 
ing. Moreover, the development charge 
might be the turning factor making him 
hesitate to proceed with the develop- 
ment at all. Those who had bought 
land recently, and who had probably 
paid something between the existing 
use value and a price including the full 
development value, objected—as letters 
to M.P.s showed—to the development 
charge as a hateful tax. Apart from all 
other disadvantages the amount of tax 
charged was always a matter of argu- 
ment, and would become increasingly 
difficult to assess the more the free 
market receded into the past. It was a 
bad form of tax, unfair to those who 
had to assess it and properly resented 
by those who had to pay it. 

From this survey he turned to what 
was to be done. Great as must be the 
difficulues of undoing what had been 
done in the past five years, it was much 
more important to get a practical sys- 
tem for the future. The most important 
thing to-day was productivity, develop- 
ment, effort, expansion. The people to 
be helped and encouraged must be the 
developers, the people who did things 
and created work. The Government 
had therefore decided that there was no 
half-way measure to abolition of the 
development charge 

On compensation, full advantage 
would be taken of the Government 
“Domesday Book” compiled by the 
Central Land Board, in which were re- 
corded the development rights as 
agreed or arbitrated as they stood in 
1947. On the basis of that valuation 
compensation would be payable, but 
only as it was earned, either on com- 
pulsory acquisition or when planning 
permission was refused. The full value 
of the admitted claim would be met, 
and in that respect most owners who 
suffered injury would be better off by 
20 per cent than they had expected 
when it was announced that against the 
£300) =millions total claims 
amounted to £350 millions. Thus the 
broad principle of the 1947 settlement 
—no compensation for values accruing 
after 1947—had been — generally 
accepted as fair. 
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Finally he dealt with the criticisms 
of the proposals. To have made the 
original scheme work, the only course 
would have been to insist that all land 
should by law change hands at present 
use value. That was an impossible con- 
ception. It would have needed an en- 
ormous machine; and it would have 
completely frozen the free market, and 
a wondertul black market would have 
developed. There was, in his view, 
nothing wrong in land not required for 
compulsory acquisition or purchase 
being sold on a free market. Prices 
might rise in the first instance, but 
when the market settled down it might 
prove to be highly competitive. Many 
individual developers had got their land, 
and many builders had got their land 
for years to come. A safeguard to 
which the Government attached great 
importance, and which was more com- 
prehensive than in the time of the old 
land disputes, was the compulsory pur 
chase order, with its fixed ceiling in the 
1947 valuation. This power would be 
an immense weapon prevent 
exploitation. 

Another fear was that, since the 
Treasury would have to find the 
money for compensation without any 
revenue from the development charge, 
future Chancellors might look with un- 
friendly eyes on this expenditure. He 
did not accept the reality of this fear 
The main purpose of the compensa- 
uon was economic Planning in the 
large sense must be done in modern 
conditions, and he could not see why 
under any Government the Treasury 
should be suspected of refusing to 
allow it to be carried out. Then there 
was what was called betterment. It 
might come into being, but if it did it 
would be taxed under the ordinary taxa- 
tion system; and its area would be con- 
siderably restricted because whenever 
land was acquired or developed by a 
central or local authority the owner 
would not enjoy betterment because 
the land would be purchased at 1947 
values. People who had already paid 
development charge might feel 
aggrieved. He was sorry for them, but 
relied on the argument that the charge 
was in the nature of a tax and money 
was never refunded because a tax was 
modified or abolished. 

The Labour Party’s objections were 
summarized in an amendment for the 
rejection of the Bill, for these reasons : 
it provided no means for the recovery 
by the community of socially created 
land values; it endangered the effective 
powers of local planning authorities to 
check undesirable development; and by 
depriving the Central Land Board of 
the power of compulsory purchase it 
exposed the developer to extortionate 
charges. 

Mr. Dalton, who moved this amend- 
ment, seemed to indicate a preference 
for the short and simple method pf 
nationalization of the land as the best 
means of straightening out the tangles 
in all this legislation. This Bill, he 
said, opened up the large question 
whether much more of the land should 
be brought out of private hands into 
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public ownership of various kinds 
The more they found complexities

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N recent years experiments have been made in various 
towns abroad with a new style of dwelling—skyscraper 

houses. Now Zurich, too, is shortly to have such sky- 
scraper dwellings built. It goes without saying that this 
new type of house is subject to quite distinctive conditions 
in regard to municipal planning, architecture and legal 
procedure. Skyscraper dwellings are only justified if they 
are properly dovetailed into the framework of a larger 
built-up area as highlights in the municipal layout, and 
if they have been worked out carefully taking all archi- 
tectural considerations into account, making full use of 
the experience gathered from abroad. In no case should 
they be merely the result of building land speculation 

These conditions will be ideally fulfilled in the sky- 
scraper dwellings planned for the Leitzigraben site by the 
Town Planning Committee. In this district, where 
dwelling houses and a number of low shop and industrial 
buildings are scattered among parks and sports grounds, 
the two twelve-storeyed skyscrapers form a much-needed 
architectural focus at the southern edge of the spacious 
square formed by the intersection of Badenerstrasse and 
Leitzigraben. In conscious contrast to the spreading mass 
of buildings surrounding them they accentuate by their 
very height the focussing point of the district, the 
crossing from the serried ranks of the Badenerstrasse to 
the open land and green spaces on the Leitzigraben. Low, 
one-storey shop and garage premises and a small restaurant 
in a pavilion in front give the slender structures—over 
100 feet high—the necessary proportional relation to 
their surroundings. The group of buildings stands in 
the midst of large pleasure gardens which to the south 
extend to wide green spaces, the preservation of which 1s 
ensured by contracts. Since the buildings are surrounded 
on the north side by considerable forecourts and broad 
squares and streets, the possibility of infringing the rights 
of neighbours by throwing them into shade is excluded 
The amount of building site used, not counting the green 
belt, corresponds to that used for a three-storeyed edifice 
A normal three-storeyed building would, however, give an 
impression of much greater solidity and compactness. In 
such a case the lofty roominess visualized in the plan 
would be lost and the creation of extensive green spaces 
reaching right to the Badenerstrasse would not be 
possible. 

The whole plan was realized as a result of comprehen- 
sive preliminary studies by the town’s Chief Architect, 
A. H. Steiner. The group of buildings is to be erected 
by a private firm by dint of building rights granted for 
70 years. About half of the ground built on belongs to 
the Zurich Corporation. The plans in their final form 
will be worked out by a private firm of architects in 
accordance with the drafts made by the chief municipal 
architect, and in association with the Town Planning 
Committee. 


The shops are extremely simple and beautifully detailed. 

Note the neatness of the metal edging to the overhanging 

eaves and the good lettering. However, the single step up

tioned rectangles of a white ‘Tyrolean’ finish, helps relate the building to a domestic scale. A wide overhanging eaves 


has no doubt been used to help protect the walls from the weather, but at the same time it gives a definite stop to a 
building of this height. One has to take one’s hat off to the builder for the accuracy with which the in situ concrete work 


for this eaves has been carried out at this great height. 


The two identical skyscrapers are to consist of one 
podium or supporting floor and 11 dwelling floors, each 
of which will hold two two-roomed and two three-roomed 
flats. A notable advantage of the three-winged ground 
floor chosen consists in the fact that all the flats face south 
and on to the green spaces, thus enjoying the maximum 


amount of quiet possible in an area where traffic is heavy, 
and also the biggest possible degree of sunshine. From 
the upper storeys there will be a splendid view. Spacious 
loggius or balconies protected from the wind on the sunny 
side will complete the living-rooms. On the north side 
are kitchens and bathrooms only, and the well-lit and

well-ventilated staircase. Two lifts which make light work 
of the building’s height cater for the comfort of the 
occupants. 

The ground floor contains the roomy main entrance, 
with letter-boxes and milk racks, storage space for bicycles 
and prams, and one box room per flat instead of the 


usual lobby and two laundry rooms with the most modern 
equipment, which make it possible for all 44 families in 
the building to cater for their washing in a monthly rota. 
The robust pedestal structure supports the living floors 
and gives the entire body of the building the appearance 
of being light. It also makes it possible for low subsidiary 
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buildings to be attached without difficulty. In the base- 
ment are 44 cellar compartmerts for the meters, and the 
necessary space and plant for installations and heating are 
provided. 

The outward appearance of the skyscraper is charac- 
terized by the simple structure, consisting of a reinforced 
concrete skeleton on the one hand and the fillings of the 
wall and window spaces on the other. The bold vertical

old houses been rebuilt unaltered. 

Because of their superior in- 
vestment value, the War Damage 
Commission did not, at first, feel 
disposed to pay the full cost of the 
new houses, and suggested that 
the owners make a contribution in 
proportion to the rise in value. 
The architects demonstrated, how- 
ever, that this was contrary to the 
intentions of the War Damage Act 
and eventually secured payment 
by the Commission of the full 
contract sum. 


Most of the houses stand on 
leasehold ground, and the ground 
landlords’ consent to the change 
of design had to be obtained. In 
all cases but one this was readily 
given, the exception being one 
landlord who withheld consent 
in order to force his two tenants 
to buy the freehold. Only one 
of them did, and as a result the 
two houses make an odd pair. 

The job was executed soon after 
the war, under very unsettled

supply. The construction is 
traditional.

Both provide excellent and very con- 
cise information on two of the more 
difficult building operations which 
have, in the past, been the source of 
many failures. After reading Leaflet 
No. 28 several times I feel that my 
original opinion remains unchanged, 
namely, that it is wise to avoid, when- 
ever possible, the painting of asbestos- 
cement whether in sheet form or in 
the form of pipes and fituungs. The 
opening words of this leaflet, “It is 
not easy to paint asbestos-cement suc- 
cessfully,” are, from several bitter ex- 
periences, an understatement. Some 
of the advice given 1s, in practice, hard 
to carry out: for example, the leaflet 
says that it is important that asbestos- 
cement sheets should be exposed on 
both sides to good drying conditions 
for seven to 10 days prior to painting, 
but if it is desired to paint a large area 
this treatment would be troublesome 
and costly, especially if the precaution 
of weathering the material has been 
taken as advised 

Some guidance 1s given in regard to 
the types of paint for particular situa- 
tions, but in the absence of suitable 
specifications one is thrown back on 
the necessity of making one’s final 
selection on the advice of the maker 
as to the suitability of any particular 
sample or brand, and this is a form 
of advice which precludes us from in- 
viting competitive tenders. I should 
like to have some B.S. tests laid down 
to which I could ask paint makers to 
guarantee their products. I fear this 
is a hopeless request as paint makers 
always tell me they do not want B.S. 
as they prefer to sell their branded 
products. I doubt very much if the 
average architect or building contractor 
knows the difference between bitumin- 
ous emulsion paints and bituminous 
solution paints or which of the poly- 
vinyl acetate emulsion paints are or 
are not porous as the leaflet asks us 
to differentiate between these types. 

I notice that the Code of Practice 
on Painting, CP.231, does not mention 
the painting of asbestos-cement. I 
assume this omission was intentional 
and resulted from either a feeling that 
asbestos-cement is not a material to 
be painted or that there are no methods 
sufficiently satisfactory to recommend. 
The M.o.W., I am told, has had much 
experience of endeavouring to paint on 
asbestos-cement, some of which was 
far from satisfactory, so no doubt the 
information offered in Leaflet No. 28 
is the result of practical experience. 

Leaflet No. 27 is a précis, in very 
simple language and form, of the 
Building Research Station National 
Building Studies Bulletin No. 10 and 
as such contains the basic advice neces- 
sary to all who have anything to do 
with rendering from the labourer at the 
one end to the architect at the other. 
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I hope that this information will once 
again stress and bring home the simple 
but fundamental facts which just make 
the difference between success and 
failure of rendering. We certainly have 
had many quite unnecessary failures in 
the past. 

In these leaflets, which have to be 
confined to single subjects, it is diffi- 
cult to make references to the external 
influences which can cause or contri- 
bute materially to disaster, such as very 
badly designed copings and parapets, 
but apart from necessary omissions of 
this type the information given for the 
rendering itself is very complete 

In my opinion, the greatest number 
of rendering failures have resulted 
from the use of mixes which are too 
strong usually because they are entirely 
cement-sand mixes without any lime 
additions. Another {frequent cause of 
failures arises from the use of smooth- 
floated finishes which became very 
popular a few vears ago. Smooth 
finishes have the advantage that they 
tend to keep cleaner and are more easy 
to redecorate: they can be reasonably 
sausfactory, but only if the application 
of the rendering is made carefully with 
correctly graded materials, and the 
final coat is not overworked with the 
trowel. Personally, however, I have 
long avoided these smooth finishes as 
I am afraid of the possibility of break- 
downs which cannot be corrected satis- 
factorily should any failure. occur. 

The leaflet stresses, very wisely, the 
need to thave good protection by the 
use of adequate eaves projections and 
good, properly weathered cills. The 
type of background on which the 
rendering is to be applied makes a very 
considerable difference to the material 
to be applied and the steps to be taken 
in application. The condition of dry- 
ness of walls to be rendered is also 
important. The leaflet suggests that 
most porous materials, and these are 
probably the bulk of normal building 
materials, have a fairly high suction 
and provide a good mechanical key for 
the rendering: consequently they do 
not need special preparation but 
merely the cleaning off of loose 
material and the raking out of joints 
For smooth materials such as dense 
clay and concrete bricks and blocks it 
is very wisely pointed out that pre- 
cautions to form a key may be neces- 
sary as the raking of joints alone is 
often inadequate to ensure adhesion 
The leaflet recommends the use of a 
spatterdash coat on the base prior to 
the commencement of rendering. I 
have been a believer in these spatter- 
dash coats for a long time and I am 
sure they eliminate troubles which 
were not uncommon with relatively 
smooth-surfaced bricks blocks 
The leaflet recommends that these 
spatterdash coats should be jin to jin 
thick. They must be thrown on and 
not touched with a trowel or similar 
tool to smooth them since it is the 
roughness of the surface which is 


sought The recommended mix for 
these spatterdash coats is 1:1} to 1:3 
cement and sand by volume, but I have 
not used any richer than 1:2. The 
leaflet very rightly draws attention to 
the fact that bricks containing high 
percentages of soluble sulphates are 
likely to cause trouble if they get wet 
and suggests that it is wise to use 
pebble dash or rough cast as the type 
of rendering for these bricks. This 
emphasizes a point I have made 
before, that those who select bricks 
should take the precaution of asking 
the seller .to supply test results based 
on the methods described in B.S.1257 
is these results have an important 
bearing on other matters such as the 
type of rendering to be used 

It is unfortunate that this leaflet 
could not include references to the 
types ol sand, pebbles, gravel and 
crushed stone which should be selected 
for the various types of rendering as 
faulty selection of aggregates has 
undoubtedly contributed much to some 
rendering failures. There is, however, 
a reference to a previous leaflet in 
the series, namely, No. 15 

On the subject of the mixes for the 
rendering coats very clear information 
is given for each type of finish and for 
exposed and sheltered positions. I 
doubt very much if enough attention is 
normally paid to the condition of ex- 
posure to be expected when specifica- 
uions are written, but thought at this 
ume can save both later trouble and 
money 

In the summary of “points to re- 
member” the leaflet stresses the need 
to allow each coat to dry for as long 
as possible before applying the next 
coat. This is very good advice as I 
have so frequently seen finishing coats 
being applied within a few hours be- 
cause someone its in a hurry to take 
down the scaffolding. I am sure many 
of the building troubles emanate from 
the excessive speed which is the prior 
aim to-day 

I like the stress laid on the admix- 
ture of lime in rendering whenever this 
is possible. This stressing will per- 
haps, in time, break down the idea so 
widely held that rendering must be of 
cement and sand and of a really rich 
mix as these beliefs have caused the 
building industry to have so many 
unnecessary failures of rendering.
